LABOR MEETING 


(Continued From Pace 1) 


lie. have now been presented and the 
committee of fifteen to which all mat- 
ters are first referred under the con- 
ference rules will now be able to begin 
work. 
The twelve principles as enunciated 


by the capita! group follow: 
x 
"Production: There should be no in- 


tentional restriction of productive ef- 
fort or output by either the employer 
or the employe to create an artificial 
scarcity of the product or of labor in 
order to increase prices or wages. 
The 
establishment 
as a productive 


unit: The establishment rather than the 
industry as a whole or any branch of 
it should, as far as practicable, be con- 
sidered as the unit of production and of 
mutual interest 
on 
the part of em- 


ployer and employe. 
Each establish- 


ment should develop contact and full 
opportunity 
for interchange of view 


between management and men, thro.ugh 
individual or collective dealing or a 
combination of both. 


Condition of work: It is the duty of 


the management to make certain that 
the conditions 
under which work is 


carried on are as safe to the workers 
as the nature of the business reason- 
ably permits. 
Every effort should be 


made to maintain steady employment 
of the workers both on their account 
and to increase efficiency. 


Wages: The worker should receive a 


wage sufficient to maintain him and 
his family at a standard of living that 
should be satisfactory to a right-minded 
man in view of the prevailing cost of 
living. Women doing work equal with 
that of men under the same conditions, 
should receive the same rates of- pay 
and be accorded the same opportuni- 
ties for training and advancement. 


Hours of work: The standard of the 


work 
schedule 
should be the week, 
varying as the peculiar requirements 
of individual industries, may demand. 
Chertime should as far as possible, be 


j avoided, and one day of rest in seven 
' should be provided. 
Settlement of disputes: Each estab- 


lishment should provide adequate means 
for the discussion of all questions and 
the just and prompt settlement of all 
disputes, but there should be no im- 
proper limitation of impairment of the 
exercise by management of its essen- 
tial function of judgement and direc- 
tion. 
Right to associate: 
The association 


of men. whether of employers, employ- 
es or others, for collective action for 
dealing confers no authority and in- 
volves no right of compulsion over 
those who do not desire to act or deal 
with them as an association. 
Arbi- 
tratory use of such collective power to 
coerce or control others without their 
consent is an infringement of personal 
liberty and a menace to the institution 
of a free people. 


Responsibility of associations: Every 


association, whether of employers or 
employes must be equally subject to 
public authority and legally answerable 
for its own conduct or that of its 
agents. 
Freedom of contract: With the right 
to associate recognized, the fundamental 
principle of individual freedom demands 
that every person must be free to en- 
gage in any lawful occupation or en- 
ter into any lawful contract as an em 
ployer or an employe, and be secure 
in th econtinuity and rewards of his 
effort. 
j 


The open shop: The principles of in- 


dividual liberty and freedom of con- 
tract upon which our institutions are 
fundamentally based require that there 
should bo no interererence with the 
"open shop." "While fair argument and 
persuasion are 
permissible, coercive 


methods aimed at turning the "open 
shop" into a '"closed union" or "closed 
non-union shop" should not be toler- 
ated. Xo employer should be required 
to deal with men or groups of men who 
are not his employes or chosen by and 
from among them. 


The right to strike or lockout: In the 
statement of the principle that should 
govern as to the right to strike or lock- 
out, a sharp distinction should be drawn 
between the employment relations in 
the field (A) of the private industry (B) 
of the public utility service and (C) of 
government employment, federal, state 
or municipal. 


In private industry the strike or the 


lockout is to be deplored; but the right 
to strike or lockout should not be de- 
nied as an ultimate resort after all 
possible means of adjustment have been 
exhausted. 
Both employers and em- 
ployes should recognize the seriousness 
of such action and should be held to a 
high responsibility for the same. The 
sympathetic strike is indefensible and 
anti-social and immoral. The same may 
bo said of the blacklist, the boycott and 
also of the sympathetic lockout. 


In public utilities service the public 
interest and welfare must be the para- 
mount and controlling' ^consideration. 
The state should, therefore, impose such 
regulations as will assure continuous 
operation at the same time providing 
adequate means for the prompt hear- 
ing and adjournment of complaints and 
disputes. 


A strike of government employes in 


an attempt to prevent the operation of 
government until the dema.nds of such 
employes are granted, and cannot be 
tolerated. The right to government em- 
ployes to be heard and secure just re- 
dress should be amply safeguarded. 
Training: Practical plans should be 
inaugurated in industry and out side 
of it for the training and upgrading of 
industrial workers, their proper place- 


in industry, the adoption and 


adaption 
of 
apprenticeship systems, 


the extension ot" vocational education 
and such other adjustments of our edu 
catioiuil system to the needs of industry 
as will prepare the worker for more ef- 
fective and profitable service to society 
and to himself.

More than 200 of the Finns 
driven out of Weirton following last

Counsel for 
the strike committee is conducting a 
thorough investigation and after exam- 
ining the literature and hearing testi- 
monies of Hancock county officials, it 
is hinted they too believe the Finland- 
ers were members of a society opei'at- 
ins asainst the laws of the United 
States. In that event the strikers will

Great hopes have been entertained 


of the result to be attained by the la- 
bor conference at Washington, 
If a 


spirit of reason and tolerance prevails 
there; these hopes should be realized to 
some degree. 
Yet the industrial' rela- 


tions of the country, the product of a 
'century of evolution, can't be revo- 
lutionized ovei1 night. 


Up to now the efforts to harmonize 


labor troubles have been chiefly along 
two lines. First, boards of arbitration 
appointed to settle some particular la- 
bor trouble. 
As soon as that quarrel 


is settled, these boards go out of exist- 
ence, and they do nothing to work out 
a. plan -by which better relations be- 
tween capital and labor can be pro- 
moted. 


Second, conciliation commissions ap- 


pointed by the states. These may or 
may not do good work. They are made 
up of office holders who 
may 
not 


themselves be either employers of la- 
bor or employes 
Consequently, they 


do not bring, capital and labor together 
in any closer relations.

Austrian Maria tftieresa Dollar Has 


Long Been the Principal Money 


of That Region. 


The only coin in general ch dilation 


'n Abyssinia is the Austrian Maria 
Theiesa dollar, of siher. It is also 
the principal money in Arabia, and 
the story of its introduction in those 
regions and all the neighborhood of 
the Red sea is quite interesting. 


More than a century ago trading 


Irabs got hold of some of these dol- 
ars and found the effigy of the queen 
fvihich they bore on one side, the re- 
rerse showing the Austrian double 
^agle) so attractive that they sought 
to obtain more of them, for sale as 
Jewelry. Later on they became highly 
popular as a medium of exchange in 
Mercantile transactions 
In 
Arabia; 


and when at mter\als the Turkish 
government prohibited their importa- 
tion a large and profitable business 
tras done in smuggling them through 
A.den and other seaports 


They are all dated 1TSO, being even 


aow minted from replicas of the orig- 
'nal die, which is of rather crude 
workmanship. Any change would not 
oe understood 
by the 
Arabs and 


\byssmians and would render them 
'ess acceptable. 


Bankers and merchants in the Red 


sea legion import the Mana Theresa 
gollars in bulk from Trieste, selling 
them at a good profit or exchanging 
them for native merchandise. They 
jre somewhat larger than our silver 
Sollars, but weigh less than an ounce 
and are only a little over four-fifths 
sil\ er. 


Wrought Iron From Ore. 


Wrought iron is not commonly pro- 


duced direct from the ore, but a Cali- 
fornia metallurgist, using petroleum, 
as fuel, claims to avoid the usual trou- 
bles and to obtain pure iron at a much 
i educed cost. The ore, after grinding 
to pass through a sixteen mesh sieve, 
Is mixed with some heavy oil, such as 
asphaltum 
The mixture is made into 


cylinders, each of a size to jield about 
150 pounds of reduced iron, and these 
ejhnders are placed in the furnace 
and gradually heated to the welding 
point of the iron, then taken out and 
compressed into blooms. A little sili- 
cate rock is added to give slag enough 
to hold the semifluid mass together. 
To avoid reoxidation—the great diffi- 
culty in previous processes—a reduc- 
ing atmospheie is maintained in the 
furnace, and the bloom is compressed 
before entirely remo\ ing from the fur- 
nace. The time requhed for heating 
through and reducing is ghen as four 
or five hours.
